W ithin the last few m onths con­ 
siderable interest has been m anifest­ 
ed by senators and congressm en in 
W ashington, on th e much 
mooted 
question of "W ho 
Discovered 
the 
North Pole.’’ Five bills have been in­ 
troduced, one in the senate and four 
in the house, all aimed to ad ju st the 
polar contention and give official rec­ 
ognition to Dr. Cook. Several rep re­ 
sentatives have made speeches on the 
subject favorable to Dr. Cook, and 
for the inform ation of the students 
who are w riting essays on the sub­ 
ject. we are going to quote a few’ 
paragraphs from the Congressional 
Records containing extensions of re­ 
m arks as voiced 
by 
some of our 
statesm en. 
From the Congressional 
Record 
for F ebruary IO, 1915, page 3874, ex- 
tention of rem ark s by Hon. Wm. J. 
Fields o£ K entucky: Br. Fields open­ 
ed his rem arks by explaining why he 
was interested in the ad ju stm en t of 
the polar contention and quoted .the 
bill which retired 
Civil 
Engineer 
Peary and gave him a pension. 
It will be noticed th a t the above 
bill does not accredit Mr. Peary with 
having discovered the north pole, but 
with having reached the north pole. 
T herefore the resolution 
does not 
recognize Mr. Pearl as the discoverer 
of the pole, nor does it preclude Dr. 
Cook’s claim th at he discovered the 
pole on April 21, 1908, which was 
more than eleven m onths before Mr. 
Peary reached the pole according to 
the date given 
by 
Peary himself, 
which was April 6, 1909. 
I am inform ed th at some gentle­ 
men have said on the floor of this 
house th at congress is not concerned 
about this m atter, and th at it has 
no jurisdiction over same. In reply 
to this statem ent I desire to ask, if 
congress is not concerned about this 
m atter, why, then, did it tender its 
thanks to Peary for his polar a tta in ­ 
m ent? 
Nor did it stop at a vote of 
thanks, but by the sam e resolution it 
granted him a pension at $6,000 per 
annum for the rem ainder of his life, 
and by oth er governm ental action he 
has been paid m any thousand dol­ 
lars out of the public treasury during 
hi£ various leaves of absence from 
the naval service, much of which tim e 
was spent in polar explorations. This 
enorm ous sum, the thanks of con­ 
gress for his polar attainm ent, and 
the pension granted him was an ad­ 
mission and an implied acknow ledg­ 
ment on the part of congress o t its 
interest in, and jurisdiction over, the 
polar efforts 
and 
achievem ents or 
controversies of American citizens. 
It can not be argued in either Jus­ 
tice 
or 
sincerity th at Mr. Peary 
should receive the special favors of 
congress for his polar attain m en t be­ 
cause he happened to be fortunate 
enough to be in the United States 
navy. First, no man would dare con­ 
tend th a t a naval officer should be 
given special advantage over a pri­ 
vate citizen in a civil pursuit which 
was not a part of his official duty, 
and, second, the recom m endation of 
the secretary of the navy on the res­ 
olution 
which 
acknowledged 
Mr. 
Peary’s claim for Arctic explorations 
recom m ends th at he is not entitled 
to such recognition for naval ser­ 
vices, b u t throw s him solely upon his 
claim as a private citizen for Arctic 
explorations. I subm it copy*of the re­ 
port of the secretary of the navy, 
just referred to, which reads as fol­ 
lows;

To the C hairm an Com m ittee on Nav­ 
al Affairs, House of R epresenta­ 
tives;

Dear 
Congressm an— The re­ 
ceipt is acknowledged of your letter 
of th e 8th instant, inclosing a bill 
(IL IL 19971 ) providing for the ap­ 
pointm ent of C om m ander R obert R. 
Peary rear adm iral in the navy as an 
additional num ber 
in 
grade, and 
placing him upon the retired list, and 
requesting 
for 
th e com m ittee the 
views and recom m endations of the 
departm ent thereon* 
In reply I have the honor to in­ 
firm you th at Robert E. Peary en­ 
tered the naval service of the United 
States as a civil engineer on October 
26. 1881. and bas been an officer of 
th e 
navy 
continuously since that 
date, perform ing the duties required 
of a civil engineer under orders from 
the navy departm ent, except when on 
leave. 
D uring his service in the navy Civil 
E ngineer 
Pearv has been 
granted 
eight different leaves 
of 
absence 
abroad, for exploration, aggregating 
in all about sixteen years of his con­ 
nection with th e navy. 
. 
. * . 
It would appear th a t the bill in 
question is fram ed for the purpose 
of rew arding Civil Engineer Peary 
for having reached the north pole; 
and while having successfully accom­ 
plished this self imposed task is most 
com m endable and reflects great cred­ 
it not only upon him but also upon 
tth e entire nation, his various ex­ 
ploring expeditions can not be re­ 
garded as having been conducted for 
a strictly m ilitary or naval purpose, 
and for this reason it seems inappro­ 
priate to confer upon him a title for 
which his previous education, tra in ­ 
ing and service have not fitted him. 
It is therefore recom mended that 
in tho title of the bill and in the 
fourth line thereof the word ’com ­ 
m an d er” be changed to "civil engi­ 
neer,” th e latter be ng Mr. P eary ’s 
correct official designation, and. fu r­ 
ther, th a t instead of appointing him 
a rear adm iral and placing him upon 
the retired list as such, th at he be 
retired as a civil engineer with the 
highest retired pay allowable to the 
rank of rea r adm iral under existing 
laws.

North Pole prior to the announce­ 
m ent of Mr. Peary th a t he had done 
so, and was the first citizen of his 
own or any other country to claim 
to have reached 
th e long-sought 
goal. 
Dr. Cook says he will estab­ 
lish by expert testim ony, if given an 
opportunity, his claim of priority in 
reaching the pole. 
He states 
th at 
m ore than sixty Arctic explorers and 
scientific experts from different parts 
of the world have recognized him as 
the discoverer of the pole, and that 
not one Arctic explorer or scientific 
expert has disputed same, and th at 
lie is in possession 
of 
docum ents 
proving this acknow ledgem ent; and 
these docum ents were w ritten after 
the publication of the polar records 
of both himself and Peary. 
So, in 
view’ of th e claim of Dr. Cook th at 
each and all Arctic explorers 
who 
have spoken on the controversy have 
recognized him as the discoverer of 
the pole, it is, in my opinion, incum ­ 
bent upon Congress to accord him 
the sam e treatm en t th a t it accorded 
Peary. 
It should give him an oppor­ 
tunity to establish his claim of pri­ 
ority by giving him and his w itness­ 
es a hearing before a com m ittee 
of 
Congress; and if, after a thorough 
hearing th at com m itted is convinced 
th at Dr. Cook did reach the i>ole, he 
should then receive national^ recog­ 
nition through the Congress of 
the 
United States, which would au to m a­ 
tically establish his claim of priority, 
as there is no 
controversy between 
Cook and Peary as to the date each 
claims to have reached the pole. 
He 
is an American citizen the sam e as 
Peary, and should 
receive 
equal 
treatm en t at the hands of the Am er­ 
ican Congress. 
Justice dem ands th a t 
he be granted a hearing by the same 
Congress th a t gave Peary recogni­ 
tion, and a just public sentim ent will 
sooner or later force such a h e a r­ 
ing; and it is my contention th at it 
should not be delayed, but should be 
granted while the expert witnesses 
who are fam iliar with the data and 
the facts and who 
are 
capable of 
passing upon the 
sam e and giving 
com petent testim ony are obtainable. 
And in this connection I make- the 
contention th at the weight of ex­ 
pert com putations on 
the observa­ 
tions of both Cook and Peary is in 
favor of Cook. 
As a basis of P eary ’s 
claim in this regard I subm it copy 
of a letter of Hon. O. H. T ittm an, 
superintendent of the Coast and Geo­ 
detic Survey, which reads as follows:

Who Discovered 


The North Pole? 


Within the last few months con- 


siderable interest has been manifest- 
ed by senators and congressmen in 
Washington, on the much 
mooted' 


question of "Who 
Discovered , the 


North Pole?' Five bills have been in- 
troduced, one in the se'nate and four 
in the houseman aimed to adjust the 
polar contention and-give official rec- 
ognition to Dr. Cook. Several repre- 
sentatives have made speeches on the 
subject favorable to- Dr. Cook, and 
for the information of. the students 
who are writing essays on the sub- 
ject, we are going to quote a few.] 
paragraphs from tae Congressional;

It will be noticed that the a-bove 


bill does not accredit Mr. Peary with 
having discovered the north pole, -but 
with having reached the north pole.

recognize Mr. Pearl as the discoverer 
of the pole, nor does it preclude Dr. 
Cook's claim that .he discovered the 
pole on April 21, 190S, whieh-was 
more than eleven months before Mr.

which .was April 6, 190-9. 


I am informed that some gentle- 


men have said on the floor of this 
house that congress is not concerned 
about this matter, and tliat< it has 
no. jurisdiction over same. In reply 
to this statement I desire to ask, if 
congress Is not concerned about th'.s 
matter, why, then, did it tender its 
thanks to Peary for his polar attain- 
ment? 
Nor did it -stop at a vote of 


thanks, but by the same resolution it 
granted him a pension at $G,000 per| 
annum for the remainder of his life,- 
and by other governmental action he; 
has been paid many thousand dol-! 
lars out of the public treasury during 
his various leaves o f . absence from 
the naval service, much of which timei 
was spent in polar explorations. This 
enormous sum, the thanks of con- 
gress for his polar attainment, and 
the pension granted him was an ad- 
mission and an implied acknowledg- 
ment on the part of congress of-, its

H would' appear- that the bill In 


question -is framed for the purpose 
of rewarding Civil Engineer Peary 
for having reached, the north pole; 
and while having successfully accom- 
plished this self imposed task is most 
commendable and reflects great cred- 
it not only upon him but .also upon 
tthe entire nation,, his various ex- 
ploring expeditions can not be re- 
garded as having been conducted for 
a strictly military or naval purpose | 
and for this reason it seems inappro-i 
priate to confer upon him a title for 
which his previous education, train- 
ing and service have'not fitted him. 


It is therefore recommended that 


in tbo title of the bill and in'theI
